m itier because I am genuinely inter- i 
edited in the postal service, and the j 
efficiency of the 
postal 
service dc- I 
pends more on the welfare of its em­ 
ployes than any other one 
thing. ! 
Postal employes in all branches 
of i 
the service are called upon to perform 
high class work and the salaries at 
present paid are not comparable with 
those paid for work of a similar char­ 
acter in outside concerns. 
“It is my understanding that when 
the Act of June 5, 1920, was passed 
the increase in salaries contained in 
the bill was granted in the presump- J 
tion that living costs 
would 
come 
down to 
something 
approximating 
pre-war conditions. 
Such 
has 
not 
been the case, however, and at 
the 
present time it does not appear that 
there will be any appreciable reduc­ 
tion in living costs in the near fu­ 
ture. 
“There are 180,000 employes in the 
postal field service, and taking them as 
a class, I do not believe you will find 
a higher class of employes engaged in 
work of any character. 
They are all 
citizens of the United States 
liave 
all passed an educational test, 
and 
met 
certain 
other 
requirements. 
These men and women should 
cer­ 
tainly be entitled to a living wage, 
and, in my opinion, to a little more 
than a living wage—a saving wage. 
At the present time they are not even 
receiving a salary which will enable 
them to maintain the decent stand­ 
ards which we expect, and 
have 
a 
right to expect, of the employes 
of 
our government. 
“The maximum wage today for a 
city letter carrier and a post-office 
clerk is $1,800, unless they can ob­ 
tain a special clerkship and these are 
restricted by the department accord­ 
ing to the business of the office and 
are very limited in number. 
I do not 
see how a man can live in a city and 
decently raise a family on a salary of 
$1,800. 
I believe the Department of 
I a bor has estimated something like 
$2,100 or $2,200 aa the minimum for a 
man, wife and two children. 
“I also want to endorse the propos­ 
ed equipment allowance for rural mail 
carriers. 
To expect a man to main­ 
tain an automobile, or a horse and 
wagon, and use it daily on a salary 
of approximately $1,800 is unreason­ 
able. 
The equipment is used in the 
service of the government and 
the 
government should 
make 
adequate 
allowance covering its depreciation. 
“There must be a certain esprit de 
corps (brotherly feeling)) among the 
postal employes the same as among 
teachers and college prof es nor; other­ 
wise they would not continue in the 
service for such salaries. 
I do not 
think we can expect our efficient pos­ 
tal employes to continue in the serv­ 
ice at the present rates, and I feel 
that the efficiency of the postal serv­ 
ice will be impaired if adequate and 
equitable increases are not 
granted 
by congress. 
“I am, therefore, fully in sympathy 
with any measures which will provide 
a more reasonable remuneration for 
the faithful army in the postal serv­ 
ice, and such a bill when 
reported 
out by your committee will receive 
my support and vote.”
